Hon, S. Baldwin, moving 
a resolution authorising such reconsideration, said the Government 
had been caught napping. but the division was in rowise a proof that 
Government had lost the contidence of the House. (Lond Ministerial 

. cheers and Opposition protests). Mr. Ramsay Macdonald declared 
that the Government, after a series of unexampled defeats in by- 
elections, was now faced with an unexampled defeat in the House, 
dtie to a number of the Government's supporters refusing to support 
it because the policy announced by Mr. Boyd Carpenter, 
secretary to the Treasury, contlicted with their pledges ‘to their con- 
stituents, The Government should take the defeat as an instruction 
by the House, and recoasider tha question of conditions for ex-soldiers 
entering the Vivil Service. 

’ Tumultuous scenes followed, and the Speaker finally suspended 
the sitting for an hour. The cause of the disorder was the 
Labourites’ resentment at Mr. Baldwin's moving the closure of the 
debate despite the Labourites’ demand for a Government assurance 
that they woald reconsider their policy» with regard to ex-Service 
men. The’ Labourites did cot participate in the division on the 

' motion, but remained in their seats, and continuously chanted“ Ad- 
journo” for ten ciinutes. They then broke into loud singingof the ‘ Red 
Flag!” The Speaker, despite the non-participation of the Labourites, 
declared the motion carried, and this led to still more furious protests} 
from the Labourites.- When the sitting was suspended a Scottish 
. Labourite crossed the floor and angrily addressed Mr. Ormsby Gore, 
finally striking him witb an Order psper. Mr. Gore. warded off the 
blow, and gripped the Labourite’s arms. Menibera thenclosed round 

»the pair, and other Labourites pulled their collesgue back. Several 
angry Labourites then endeavoured to rush behind the Speaker's 

. obair with a view to attacking one of the Ministerialists, but other 
dabourities restrained them, after a brief scuffle. 

When the House resumed. the Speaker announced that in view 
of the grave disorders he had exercised the right of adjourning the 
House until to-morrow, .

School Visiting. 

Mr. Wylie then moved the fol- 
,lowing resolution: ' 

“That with a view to increas- 
ing the utility of the Board of 
Education, the Government be 
asked to authorise the members 
ef the Board to ‘visit in their 
official capacity the educational 
establishments of the Colony; 

“and if necessity arises to report 
thereon,” o . 
“Mr. WyHe said he was moved to 
submit the resoluticn because he 
considered that the Board was not 
quite as efficient as it should be. 
He thought he was correct in say- 
ing that the Board was constituted 
im 1920 for the porpose of assist- 
ing the Director cf Education by 
advising him on matters appertain- 
ing tothe development and im- 
provement of education’ in the 
Colony. Mr. Wyle drew attention 
to what the Director of Education 
said in his report for 1921. “But 
by far the greater part of the 
Board’s work was done in Com- 


mittee: in-particular the principal} 


Government dnd Grant Schools 
were inspected, and the resultant 
reperts were forwarded to the 
Heads of Schools for their con- 
|sideration and. guidance... The 
j authorities of one school raised 
the question whether the Board 
had any legal right to undertake 
such inspections, There ‘appears 
to be some doubt on “the point, 
and pending its solution the visits 
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of members of the Board are 
being confined to sehcols whore 
their welcome is assured.” 

Mro Wylie ssid he had been on 
the Board ‘since last November 
and personally could not complain 
that he had not been given the 
opportunity te visit schools: As 
a matter of fact-thay had a per- 
fect orgy of visitations somewhere 


st 


between November and December f. ° 


last year.. They were taken round 
by’ Mr. Ralphs. He believed he 
was correct in saying that the 
tnembers had no legal right to 
visit schocls but he wished to 
gaint out that they .had made 
certain reports on some of the 
schools. He contended that if they 
had no legal Tight to visit then 
they had no legal right to make 
& report and that the report could 
not be acted upon. Jf he were 
a Headmaster of a school reported 
on he would certainly object to it. 
Mr. WyHe did not wish to create 
the impression that ha had nothing 
else to do but to visit schools, but 
there were schocls in the Colony, 
to be precise in Kowloon, which 
he was anxious to visit. .One of 
those schools he could not visit 
fcr' reasons best known to the 
authorities. He wanted to visit 
thai school as a right. He hoped 
he was not giving the impression 
that this particular school. was an 
indifferent school, cr that there 
was anything about’ i that he 
could criticise. 
school quite a good one and sent 
his own girl there. He wag 
anxious to visit the schcdls in the 
district he represented. in order 
that he might be in a.position to 
make a comparison. . 

One reason why members should 
visit schools was to see that work 
recommended by the Board had 
been carried out. ‘Take, for 
instance, the question of cookery. 
At two Government schools they 
visited last November, they dis- 
covered that thera had been no 
cooking d:ne for quite a long time 
during the summer months. This 
moved one of the members of the 
Committee to remark that it was 
unfortunate because some of the 
girls might marry somebedy who 
had a desire to eat during’ the 
hot weather.  (Laughter).. They 
ulso discovered that: boxing at one 
school had been discontinued. 
Very yften they came upon ‘things 


which should have been dene by |

months before which had ao: 
been touched. If the schools had 
been visited by members monthly 
and attention drawn to these 
matters, he ventured to say that 
there would nct have been this 
delay. In this connection Mr, 
Wylie fel: that. when plans were 
being passed for any particular 
school they should be submitted

to the Board and members given‘ 


an opportunity of examining them, 
This would perhaps save a gcod 
many alterations afterwards. 
Even an’ architect could ‘team 
something from a layman. 

Mr. Wylie emphasised chat he 
did net desire to create the im- 
pression that the members wished 
to inspec: the schools. They al- 
ready had Inspectors of Schcols 
and realising his own shortcom- 
ings ax an educationiat, he did not 
wish for a momert to pose as an 
Inspector. He did think, however, 
that frequent visits paid by mem- 
bers would ‘be conducive to 
greater progress» He realised 
that to have half a dozen men 
stamping into a schoolroom in the 
middle of a lesson, all trying to 
look intelligent -and wise, was 
very bad from the point of view 
of the discipline of the school, 
and trying alike 40 pupils and 
teachers. He did not wish that 
anything ef the kind should be 
done and suggested that two 
members with the Inspector would 
be quite sufficient. When the 
members had the right to visit 
schools their reports “would be 
official reports, and while he did 
not wish to suggest that no notice 
had been taken of their reports in 
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the past, he thought greater con- 
sideration would be paid them if 
they were submitted in their 
official capacity. If the mzmbers 
of the Board were to advise the 
Director ¢f Education on the 
various schools then they must 
have the right to visit. Unless 
that right was conceded them then 
they were not in the position to 
advise. . 
‘Mr. Teesdale Mackintosh second- 
ed the resolution. 

Mr. Ralphs, supporting the mo- 
tion, expressed the opinion that 
members should» be allowed - to 
visit the schools but suggested 
that a working arrangement should 
be arrived ot that not more than 
two members should accomapny tht 
Inspector at one .time. He 
thought thet that shonld be clearly 
understood. Mr. Wylie had refer- 
red to the question of cookery. Jt 
Was. customary to cease this parti- 
cular kind of education during the 
summer months, With regard to 
the alterations at the Kowloon 
British School he was pleased to 
say that since they had visitéd the 
school they had received aon assur- 
ance from the Public Works De- 
Partment that the “alterntions re. 
commended would be carried out 
almost immediately. 

Rev. Dr. Pearce thought it was 
desirable that members should get 


to know more of the working of

It might be, of course, 
that the Chairman desirgd to save 
members of the sub-Committee 
from their own folly. (Laughter). 
In public meetings at the City 
Hall one was apt :o make mis- 
statements and exaggeraticns 
which could mot be corrected at 
the time, but if ther were made 
at a Board meeting open to the 
Presa, the Chairman would be in 
a position to “reply and to put 
them-and the public right upon 
any points they might be at fault. 
It did nct always: follow that 
everything they saad at the Board 
meeting ‘was to the detriment of 
schools or teachers. They had 
criticised parents at private meet- 
ings of the Board. Very often 
parents deserved criticism and he 
thought saat if she remarks were} 
published in the Press they would 
do god. He recognised that 
there was a good deal of work: 
which’ would necessarily have to 
be done in Committee “but that 
could easily be get over by the!

was done by other authorities in 
the Colony. Publicity removed| 
many doub:s and often dispelled 
foolish rumours. He took,, hew- 
ever, a somewhat higher .view 
point. In view, of the large 
amount.of money spent on what 
was often indifferen: - educaticn,! 
the pudlic had a right to know. all 
there was to know regarding this 
most important subject. More- 
over, he felt that if the Board 
meetings were held regularly, it 
would be a great advantage to all 
af them. : 
Mr. Teesdale, Mackintesh, in 
J seconding, pointed out that it was 
very inconvenien: for members not 
to know from month to month 
just when a meeting was likels to 
take placa. If they knew that the

,of thosé whom we have nurtured 


in their hour of need bave after- 
wards exhibited a retmarkable 
want of gratitude, but even theo 
we have not harboured resent- 
ment. As we say, no-one is like- 


ly to advocate the closing of our} 


doors to the many political re- 
fugees who flock here (end, in- 
cidentally, help to coniplicate 
the housing situation) whepever 
an upbeaval takes: place in or 
around Canton. But what we 
cannot tolerate ia the use of 
Hongkong by anarchists, hired 
assassins, and cut-throsts, bigb- 
born and lowly alike, asa com- 
paratively safe place in which to 
do their dirty work. “It is time 
something were done to locate 
all the agitators whom we appear 
to be harbouring—or as many of 
them as can be traced—and have 
them immediately deported, or 
handed over to their own Gavern- 
ment for punishment, with heavy 
penalties against their return to 
the’Colony. No doubt it would

The. Public's Right. 


On the question of the meetings 
of the Board being op+n to the 
Press, the arguments ara afl in 
favour of such a course. Hitherto 
it has appasently lain with the 
Director of Education to 
whether a meting shall be it 
private or otherwise. That is 
notright. At the Board meetings, 
matters of vital interest to rate- 
payers are-discussed, and it is 
only fair and just that the people 
who pay the money should kaow 
what is going on. If the meetings 
are reported in the uewspapers, 
they cau get the information to 


which they are entitled; but not’ 


otherwise. The anomalies of the 
past method were well illustrated 
in the proceedings regerding the 
education of British children. The 
meeting at which it was decided 
to appoiot a Committee to repart 
upon this question was held in 
public; but the subsequent one 
(at which the ‘recommendations 
were made koown acd discussed) 
was not. Had it been, the public 
would have-been acquainted with 
the proposals long before they 
became generally known, and 
much misnundersianding would 
bave been prevented. Inany case, 
itis placiug toa much power in 
the bands of one official to permit 
him todecide when meetings shall 
or shall not,bé open to the Prese, 
The procedare followed in regard 
to the Legislative Council and the 
Sanitary Board should be followed, 
and only when the~ members 
themselves so decide, should cer- 
tain matters be dealt with in 
camera. Let-uwadd that we wel- 
come yesterday's decisions, be- 
cause we believe they will 
materially add to the usefulness 
of the Board, and, what is more 
because they are in line with 
public interest. « .
